Again on Schools 


Supt. Jim Cherry, of DeKalb County 
schools, reports that enrollment in that 
system is increasing by 150 per week. 
Annual attendance increase, which has 
been running at a rate of about 3,000 a 
year, is expected to jump to more than 
4,000 during the next decade. 

DeKalb will continue to try to plan 
ahead to meet the demand for more class- 
rooms and facilities. After four succes- 
sive bond issues, on March 16 of this 
year all 40,000 pupils enrolled in the 
system were housed in public school 
buildings with no double sessions. 

But that does not end the story. An 
additional 3,600 pupils are expected dur- 
ing the present school year requiring 128 
more classrooms. Obviously a new build- 
ing program must be undertaken. 

The DeKalb Board of Education thus 
has adopted a 10-year plan for new con- 
struction. For the first increment of this 
plan—to be completed in the next three 
years—DeKalb voters have been asked to 
approve a $11,500,000 local bond issue in 
an election tomorrow. Since citizens have 
shown they want good schools in the 
past, approval seems assured. 

This will be only a beginning in pro- 
viding facilities for an enrollment which 
is expected to reach 80,000 pupils within 
a decade. A total of 1,300 additional class- 
rooms will be needed by 1968. 

The DeKalb board points out that the 
state has provided no capital outlay funds 
for school construction in the county since 
1952, although a total of $3,500,000 is 
due under commitments of the Minimum 
Foundation Program for education. No 
such funds have been received for 19,- 
972 DeKalb children while the State 
Department of Education this year will 
pay the same allotments of funds to coun- 
ties with decreasing enrollments. 

Something is wrong with a system of 
financing which takes such little account 
of school population shifts. Enrollment in 
DeKalb has increased more in the last 
six years than in the first 130 years of 
the county’s history. Total population has 
increased in 20 years from 136,395 to 
227,129. 

We are fully confident that DeKalb 
County citizens will meet the challenge 
as they have in the past. However, the 
state should accept its rightful part of 
the burden.

Crackdown on Traffic 
Is Paying Dividends 


Further proof of effectiveness of law 
enforcement in reducing the traffic toll is 
contained in the announcement by At- 
lanta Traffic Supt. James F. Brown of re- 
sults of beefed-up strength of the police 
traffic squad. 

Since the city started using a detail 
of motorcycle officers on over-time duty 
during peak hours, there has been a re- 
markable decline in accidents, injuries 
and deaths. Although the officers were on 
duty for only two weeks in August, there 
was a decline for the month of 10 per 
cent in crashes and fatalities decreased 
92 per cent. 

True, the police have made many ar- 
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rests and have given many tickets. This, 
in turn, is being rewarded with greater 
respect for law and greater safety on the 
streets. This, we believe, has the over- 
whelming approval of all citizens. They 
want such enforcement continued and 
even more rigidly. 

Let’s make this program standard op- 
erating procedure for handling traffic. 
And let those who refuse to abide by the 
law pay the cost of enforcement so that 
the rest of us can be safe.

Judge La Buy’s Ruling 


Evades Basic Question 


It will be most difficult for the aver- 
age person to comprehend how an indi- 
vidual or corporation can own stock in 
a concern and yet be prohibited from 
voting it. 

It will be even more difficult for him 
to understand how such a ruling changes 
the basic violation of anti-trust laws 
which the U.S. Supreme Court found in 
ownership of 63 million shares of Gen- 
eral Motors stock, worth $3,500,000,000, 
by the Du Pont Co. This amounts to 23 
per cent of all GM stock. 

Yet Friday, Federal District Judge 
Walter J. La Buy ruled in Chicago that 
Du Pont could continue ownership of this 
stock without voting rights in the com- 
pany. He did prohibit Du Pont from ac- 
quiring any further stock. 

The ruling is merely another round in 
the 10-year fight by the government to 
prevent the nation’s greatest industrial 
giant from gaining further control of 
the country’s biggest automobile manu- 
facturer. Du Pont is GM’s biggest sup- 
plier of finishes and fabrics. 

It should be noted that Judge La Buy 
earlier had dismissed all charges by the 
U.S. Department of Justice of violations 
of anti-trust laws on the part of Du Pont. 
This decision was reversed by the Su- 
preme Court, which ordered Judge La 
Buy to work out a method for compli- 
ance with the law. The government re- 
quested that Du Pont dispose of its Gen- 
eral Motors holdings within 10 years. 

The judge’s latest ruling, it seems to 
us, is unconstitutional. Ownership of stock 
carries with it a democratic right to vote 
that stock. And whether or not the stock 
is voted, mere fact of ownership con- 
stitutes a big influence on management. 
The ruling is an effective evasion, tempo- 
rary at best, of the Supreme Court edict. 

No doubt the decision will be tested 
further in the courts. Judge La Buy’s rul- 
ing, to say the least, is most confusing.

Will Ease Part of Pain 


Some 17 million Americans will get an 
overdue break next year when they face 
up to the chore of filling out federal in- 
come tax returns. 

The bite on pocketbooks will be as 
\s e as ever but at least dispositions 
ill dot be roughed up quite as much as 
formerly, thanks to revision of the tax 
reporting form. 

The new version, christened by Uncle 
Sam as form 1040W, asks fewer questions 
than the old one. That in itself makes it 
a decided improvement from the taxpay- 
er’s viewpoint. 

While no shouts of glee are anticipated 
when form 1040W is fished from mail- 
boxes across the nation, there should be 
considerably fewer headaches involved in 
filling out returns than was the case in 
the past. 

It does make it a little tough 
bitual procrastinators, however. At least 
a part of the traditional excuse of not 
having the time and the cash to file be- 
fore the last minute is shattered.

Atlanta—In his letter to the ed- 
itor last Tuesday, J. W. Nicolson 
indicated his concern over the 
possibility that Atlantans might 
be “red-faced” when they re- 
ceive the resulfs of the 1960 cen- 
sus and learn that metropolitan 
Atlanta has not reached a popu- 
lation of one million. I feel sure 
that others share Nicolson’s view- 
point. 

This possibility was carefully 
faced by all persons interested 
in celebrating M-Day on Oct. 10, 
a time when we shall tell the 
world that metropolitan Atlanta 
has reached the one-million mark 
and immediately starts on its 
second million. 

Of course, no one will know 
with certainty until the federal 
census of 1960 has been complet- 
ed but careful estimates show 
that 990,000 persons were in the 
Atlanta standard metropolitan 
area as of April 1, 1959, and re- 
ports show the influx has con- 
tinued since that date. If the es- 
timates we have studied are rea- 
sonable and we think they are, 
and if the present trends con- 
tinue, Atlanta will reach the one- 
million mark by Oct. 10.

This—we hope—will be after 
some good, sound settlement by 
De Gaulle of the rebellion in Al- 
geria. And it will at any rate be 
before Eisenhower's return visit 
to Khrushchev in Moscow. 


It is possible that our tall and 
enormously correct and remote 
French visitor may provide in 
his way almost as sensitive a 
problem in handling as did the 
short and folksy Khrushchev. 
Mr. K.'’s trip seems to have 
chipped away a little of the East- 
West cold war ice. 


The job now will be to per- 
suade De Gaulle not to form a 
fresh ice belt of his own around 
relations within the Western Al- 
liance itself. The best possible 
friendly persuasion would be to 
help him resolve his dilemma in 
Algeria. 

But if we can’t find a means 
to assist De Gaulle off the hook 
there—and this unhappily is the 
greater probability — there are 
hard times ahead.

actual cut in take-home pay in 
the first year. This would occur 
because the workers would be re- 
quired to match the increased 
company outlays for hospitaliza- 
tion, health and other forms of 
insurance, 


This would cost each worker 
roughly 3 cents an hour in the 
first year of the proposed agree- 
ment and would leave him only 
2 cents an hour ahead of his pres- 
ent earnings at the end of the 
second year, according to the 
union’s calculations. Pre-strike 
Wages averaged $3.10 an hour. 


The union objected to the total 
benefits offered by the com- 
panies on the ground that they 
were too low inthe light of the 
industry's record profits and the 
upyard march of wages for mil- 
lions of workers in less prosper- 
ous industries this year. 


However, a more fundamental 
objection was that the package 
was made conditional on union 
agreement to give the companies 
a freer hand to eliminate restric- 
tive local work practices, to 
change work schedules and crew 
sizes and to discipline strikers. 


Tiny Plane 


The union took the view that the 
proposed changes fould restore 
“industrial slavery"’ and deprive 
its members of gains they had 
won over 20 years. 


M@ther union complaint was 
that: the management proposal 
would wipe out the cost of living 
escalator’ clause in the old con- 
tract. This had brought the work- 
ers 17 cents an hour in pay in- 
creases in the last three years. 
These were in addition to the 45‘ 
cents an hour in fixed benefits 
guaranteed by the basic terms of 
the expired agreement. 


Much of the 90-minute meeting 
in the JPenn Sheraton Hotel was 
taken up with statements by the 
district directors that the union 
rank-and-file was solid in its de- 
termination to resist the industry 
demands for more authority over 
plant work practices and the elim- 
ination of jobs. The directors said 
that the rigors of 12 weeks of 
payless paydays had brought rel- 
atively few appeals for emer- 
gency financial aid and no pres- 
sure for ending the tie-up on the 
company terms.

Withheld 
Tax Calls 
To 13.800 


A state income tax withholding 
plan would collect in advance 
from 13,800 Georgians who filed 
personal income tax returns last 
spring, but failed to include any 
tax payment. 


That, in the opinion of the 
state's chief income tax collector, 
would be one of two major ad- 
vantages of income tax withhold: | 
ing. 


Another, said Fielding Dillard, 
head of the state income tax unit, 
is it would add to income tax rolls 
thousands of persons now escap- 
ing state income taxes for vari- 
ous reasons. 

VANDIVER SUPPORTS BILL 

Gov. Vandiver has said a bill 
to set up an income tax withhold- 
ing plan similar to the federal 
government's will be the only tax 
measure he will submit to the 1960 
Legislature. 


Most of the 13,800 who afiled 
to include any tax payment along 
with their income tax returns | 
have been persuaded to pay, Dil- 
lard said. 


But most of them owed rela- 
tively small amounts and the col- 
lection is expensive for the state. 
Postage alone on just one letter 
each to that many persons costs 
nearly $600. 

BUM CHECK PROBLEM 

A similar problem, Dillard said. 
is the taxpayer who sends a bad 
check along with his return. 


The wit hholding plan, by having 
emplovers withhold the tax, would 

eliminate both. 

It also is well known that the 
federal government gets many 
more income tax returns from 
Georgia citizens than does the 
state. Of the difference, a large 
percentage are in the income 
bracket from which the state does 
not require returns. 

SEEKS EVADERS 

Dillard said the income tax unit 
is making a diligent effort to run 
them down, but it’s difficult and 
expensive. 

That. problem, too, would be 
practically eliminated with a tax 
withholding plan. 


One major drawback to a tax 
withholding plan has been the 
problem of making refunds to 
taxpayers for overpayment 
through withholding.

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Toshiko Finds Jazz 
‘Difficult’ Field

--» From the Land of the Cherry Blossom to the Dog- 
“wood City, Toshiko has come. 


Since her discovery three 
years ago by jazz impresario 
Norman Granz, the petite 
pianist has climbed quickly to 
the top of the modern jazz lad- 
der. Her performance at the 
Newport Jazz Festival this year 
left usually tough critics beg- 
ging for -more. 


Manchuria-born Toshiko has 
‘studied piano since she was 
seven. Her father decided she 
«would go to medical school, but 
**Tosh"’ was smitten with jazz 
-at 16 when playing with a dance 
orchestra in Japan. Later, she 
played with a U.S. Army dance 
ee | and was introduced to 

n jazz. She was hooked. 

Tosh headed her own trio and 
appeared in coffee houses and 
on Japanese radio and tele- 
vision. 

HAPPY HOLIDAY 


Granz heard her while on an 
Oriental holiday and was so 
impressed he recorded her on 
the spot. 


In this country Tosh has ap- 
peared in such revered jazz pal- 
aces as -New York’s Hickory 
House and Birdland. 


She relaxed in her chair at 
Atlanta’s Top of the Stairs and 
voiced a complaint that seems 
to be universal among women: 


“It's very difficult being a 
girl in the jazz field. Everyone 
thinks, ‘Well, she’s just another 
girl piano player.’ In Japan, 
everyone thinks the woman is 
second best and inferior, but 
there, I was treated with great 
respect. It is here, in the United 
States where women are sup- 
posed to be equal, that it is so 
hard. 


“It is very hard in rehearsal 
to tell a man what you want 
him to do in a certain passage. 
The language also makes it dif- 
ficult to express what I would 
like the others to do.” 


Tosh speaks English very well 
except for an occasional lapse. 
“Nine out of ten times’ be- 
comes “ten out of nine times” 
when Tosh says it.

NO COMMUNIQUE 


They felt the absence of a 
final communique indicated at 
least a lack of unity on these is- 
sues and possibly serious disagree- 
ment representing an open wound 
in. Moscow-Peiping relations. 


It generally was agreed that 
Khrushchev was disturbed over 
his Chinese ally’s recent ventures 
in India and the current crisis in 
Laos. 


His public appeal during Red 
China’s 10th anniversary celebra- 
tions for a new era of peace be- 
tween East and West received 
open endorsement from Peiping 
officials. But the Chinese never- 
theless continued their propa- 
ganda attacks on American “im- 
perialism” and their threats to 
take control of Formosa. 


MAO BELIEVED ANNOYED 


Many Western diplomats felt 
Mao also has been increasingly 
annoyed by Khrushchev’s self- 
styled role as communism’s top 
spokesman with the West, despite 
the fact the Red Chinese leader 
publicly praised Khrushchev’s ac- 
complishments in the United 
States. 


The ideological impasse was | 


perhaps the most serious of all. 
Russia has made no bones about 
its contempt for Red China’s com- 
mune system. The Chinese, on 
the other hand, were highly crit- 
ical and fh some cases indignant 
over Khrushchev’s move away 
from the rigid dictates of Stalin-

Meanwhile, Khrushchev, return- 
ing from Peiping, said he had 
strengthened peace hopes. He 
flew alone from Communist China 
to Vladivostok Sunday while the 
rest of the Soviet delegation went 
straight back to Moscow.

Wadsworth Expects Ban 
On A-Tests To Be Extended 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Total disarmament by the 


United States, including giving up bases on foreign soil, 
is a definite possibility, James J. Wadsworth, U.S. repre- 
sentative to the United Nations, said Sunday. 


Appearing on TV's “College 
News Conference,’’ Wadsworth re- 
jected a: suggestion that the 
United States was not sincere in 
its disarmament negotiations. 


“I’ve talked to a great many 
people in the United States gov- 
ernment including a great many 
people in high places in the Pen- 
tagon.”’ 


“GOING ALL THE WAY” 

Wadsworth said, “And I can 
assure you that if we come to an 
agreement which is satisfactory 
to the United States, then there 
will be no question about going 
all the way. 


Wadsworth, who is U.S. Disarm-

Those fellows make liquor be- 
cause their fathers and grand- 
fathers did and it has become 
almost a tradition. 


“Today’s bootlegger is in for 


money—f ast mone y—and he 
'doesn’t care what goes into his 
product. They're smart cookies, 
too, and catching them has be- 
come a battle of wits. There’s 
more of a challenge today than 
ever in enforcing liquor laws.” 


BADGE-TOTERS ‘HARDEST’ 


The hardest type of moonshiner 
to bring in? 


“The badge-totin’ type,” Sandy 
said. “They're elected officials 
| and have the support of the 
people, even though they're break- 
ing the law. They're the worst 
kind.” 

Then he told about the only 
time he turned his back on his 
job. 


‘*There’s an old timer who lives 


in a cabin that seems to be pin- 
ned onto the side of a mountain 
in northern Alabama where I was 
raised,” Sandy said. I can re 
member even when I was a boy, 
everyone said Old Uncle made 
the best moonshine in Alabama. 


‘WOULD HAVE SHOT ME’ 


“IT was back there on a fox 
hunt recently, and the hunt got 
up around Uncle’s cabin. We sat 
down in his yard to rest and one 
of the fellows said he'd like to 
have a drink, but nobody brought 
anything. 


“Uncle knew me and what I 
did. He pointed at me and said 
‘son, you just sit right there and 
don’t move.’ He came back with 
a-fruit jar full of the best. moun- 
tain moonshine I ever smelled. If 
I'd have tried to do anything 
about it, I believe those hunters 
would have shot me.” 


Sandy will be able to do a lot 
of hunting from now on. After 
going out to California to see 
his son, who is an Air Force 


jet pilot, he will settle in Florida.
